OUR "LIMITED" WAR 
While the communists' eprlns offensive tn 
Korea lagcs on, eonio now Ideas arc emerging 
from Washington and other western capitals 
on the future of that conflict. 

The first of these, recorded without fan- 
fare by a number of reliable correspondents, 
'Is that the United Slates and Us U. N. allies 
are actually socking some kind of military 
fftalcmate on the peninsula. No high official 
has come right out and aald so, but that Is 
reported to be the general treiid of thcLc 
thinking. 

It Is the present policy of this government 
and of the U. N. to prosecute a limited war 
In Korea, Though the fact is not advertised, 
that decision almost Inevitably means 
achievement of a limited objective. Complete 
victory, tho liberation -of a!l Korea, these 
things seem beyond the reach of a war fought 
partly under wraps. 

Thus tho unofficial but solid talk of stalC' 
mate Is a realistic measure of what we might 
really accomplish In Korea, barring, 
course, a wholly unexpected fold-up of the 
enemy. 

Both our political and our military lenders 
make it clear they hope the basis for a stale- 
mate — and a political settlement— may be 
attained If U. N. forces can successfully crush 
the current red offensive before It wins really 
Important goals. Obviously the whole picture 
would" be-altered tt^we-latied t(i"T\m<ir 
, There Is still another side, and here's 
where more new ideas enter. The .U. S, nnd 
virtually all Ita active partners In Korea are 
agreed that- any -real-alr -offensive by the 
:ommunlsts would mean retaliatory bombard- 
ment of red air bases In Manchuria. Whether 
I turfher taking oft of wraps would lollow 
jn't settled, but tho bombing decision in 
.tself Is a significant step. Particularly since 
t Is now reported that Britain, & hold-out, Is 

iwlnglng to suppor t of the plan.
